DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on November 26, 2001 . 

2 The cancellation of claim 1 9 is acknowledged. Pending claims are 1 , 1 2- 1 8, 20 and 2 1 . 

3 The rejection of claim 19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph is rendered moot in 
view of cancellation of the claim by the applicant. 

4 Claims l(Amended), 12-18 and 20-21 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Herbots et al. (WO' 98/0781 8), for the reasons set forth in the previous office 
action in paper number 7, dated 06/20/01. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 

5 Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/26/200 1 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With respect to the rejection based on Herbots (WO, 818), applicant argues that the 
reference does not teach naturally occurring a-amylase derived from Bacillus amyloliquefaciens 
and hence, the prima facie case of obviousness is not established. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the above arguments because the reference 
teaches detergent composition comprising native a-amylase (see page 11, line 19) and a-amylase 
from Bacillus amyloliquefaciens (see page 12, line 1 1) which is available commercially under 
the name Amylase Ban® as the applicant admitted in the specification page 3, line 15-18). 
Therefore, the prima facie case of obviousness is established.
